It Attract* Wot Only Metnls, but

A deep hole o£ water in. Nolynn creek, 


ten miles south of Hoedenville, Ky., has 
for some time been attracting attention 
by reason of the fact that it has a very 
strong suction, for years it has been 
known as the "suck hole." It is about 
10 feet deep and about 50 yards long. 
The water is clear, and bottom can eas- 
ily be seen. This'hole has been wat«hed 
by people ia tiiat*, section for a number 
of years, ani it lias also'to some extent 
been, avoided. It now develops that it is 
no "suck hate," fcnt in the bottom of tbe 
river it i& elaimed tkere is a streak of 
powerful l«ae>taae. 


A mas ia tkat community recently con- 


structed a large and substantial raft for 
the purpose ef investigating the causes 
of the suetisB ia'tais particular part of 
the river. It was fiteevered tfeat the 
river b»ttora ia s*lU reck and that 
through tae center •£ the rock, running 
leagthiriae, is'a black streak. It is about 
five ineaes ia width aad runs the length 
of tke hel«. Tfcis streak was examined 
with a coBtnen fl«h gig and was found to 
be very hard. Taa gig adhered to the 
eteae, and it tsok ao little pulling to ex- 
tricate it. 
Further investigation was 


made, aad it i& fcaid tke Btreak following 
the bottom of the river is undoubtedly 
powerful Uadstone. 


This hole was «lscevered over 40 years 


ago by Enoch Atteberry, who came near 
losing his life in ths water, having been 
rpscusd by t-sro Men, who pulled him out 
by means of a leag pole. Lum \Veas and 
Ijuther Trulock alio came near losing- 
their lives in tbe hole a short time ago 
while Eei&iag. Tkey were rescued half 
drowned by other members of the party. 
The attraction was so powerful toward a 
chain on the bottom of the seine that the 
seiners had to abandon it. The hole is 
not in tke maia stream, but is an outlet 


A dog thrown into the water never 


comes out, bat is quickly drawn to the 
bottom. When a tr»tit line is stretched 
across the place, tae unseen energy at- 
tracts the hooks to the black streak and 
there holds them securely until they are 
drawn out. At times there is a fetrong 
undercurrent in the bayou, which is un- 
accounted for and which often sweeps 
the bottom clean, relieving the loadstone 
of its collection. 


The locality of the "sunk hole" is getting 


to be a much dreaded one, especially by 
the superstitious. It is kaown to all ne- 
groes as the "death hole," and warmers 
in that section find it difficult to employ 
negro help. Many cattle and hogs have 
been lost.—Iriraisville Courier-Journal.

This, he thinks, can be accomplished 
by cutting down the heavy expense 
ratio to wkich "insurance at retail" is 
now subjected and doing away with 
most of the collectors, whose commis- 
eions aggregate an enormous sum 
yearly. 


Mr. Atkinson has no- quarrel with 


the industrial companies, believing that 
their enormous growth discloses, first, 
that even the poorest people recognize 
the duty of providing a decent burial 
for their children, and, second, that • 
they are ready for almost any self de- 
nial that will insure independence in 
times of trial. If the wage earners in 
a given area like Boston and its vi- 
cinity contribute $3,000,000 a year in 
Industrial premiums, Mr. Atkinson fig- 
ures out that under the present sys- 
tem only 1000,000 is returned in bene- 
fits, $1,2*0,000 going for expenses. With 
proposed 
economies Mr. 
Atkinson 


thinks this expense Item could be cut 
down to I260.OG6 a year, leaving §1,- 
000,000 to provide health benefits for 
those insured. This saving, he thinks, 
would warrant (1) free medical and 
surgical service to all policy holders, 
(2) proper hospital treatment and (3) 
the establishment of dispensaries for 
the use of pelicy holders. The dis- 
pensaries could also be utilized as col- 
lection stations, where monthly, quar- 
terly or annual contributions could be 
received. 
.Getting down to a dollars and cents 
basis of cost, Mr. Atkinson says: "Let 
any one who has been interested in the 
charities of a given district work out 
the following problem: Arc there in iny 
neigbborheod 2,000 families now cou 
tributing at the rate of 10 cents a week 
or $5 a year to the industrial system- 
contributing In the agzregate $10,000? 
In such e% ent they enjoy benefits to the 
amount of $3,000. Their share of tbe 
expenses is over $4,000, their contribu 
tion to the reseives of the insurance 
companies a little under $3,000. The 
margin of saving and increase of bene- 
fit is to bf worked out fron; tbe $4,000 
of expenses. Do these people possess 
sufficient intelligence to induce them to 
bring their contributions to a health 
insurance company at a given point ci- 
ther weekly, m \ thly or in one sum? 
Can the clerical work in such a combi- 
nation be performed at a cost of 
$1,000? In that event $3.000 now wast- 
ed m excessive expenditure will be 
available to the benefit of the contrib- 
utors without impairing the $3,000 al- 
ready set apart to protide for burials. 
What can be done with §3,000 in sup- 
plying 2,000 contributors with medical, 
surgical and sanitary service? Would 
not one dispensary and a part of the 
service of one physician suffice to meet 
the real need of 2,000 contributors?

"Sixty million dollars contributed in 


a single year at an average rate of 10 
to 15 cents a week is the resultant and 
gives evidence of an immense economic 
forre. The- ozfly other example of such 
a force can be found in the wonderful 
capacil-y applied to the prudential af- 
fairs of tho Catholic church, similar 
small contributions finding their con- 
crete expression In tho great churches, 
hospitals agd schools of that denomi- 
nation of Onr!stiam.

$00,000,090 a year as will givo to those 
who exert tkat energy more' than 30 
per ccst to their own benefit?

it is known on the continent of Europe, 
is to be substituted in place of the 
political institutions we now have. — • 
Boston Herald.

Indianapolis, March 14.—Ex-Presi- 


dent Benjamin Harrison died at 4:45 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
He did 


not regain consciousness before the end 
came. He liad been in a semi-conscious 
condition since early Wednesday morn- 
ing and at ue time- was he able to recog- 
nize any of the anxious members of kta 
household who were at bis bedside 
during the Jong last hours. It bad been 
hoped that at the last he would be able 
to recognise the members of his family, 
even if he should not be1 ablei to speak. 


After a restless night spent by their 


patient, the attending physicians early 
yesterday morning knew that the end 
could not be far off. 
The family and 


friends were thus prepared for the in- 
evitable. 
Tke gradual failing of the

His fee in the Ven- 


ezuelan boundary dispute, in which he 
represented the South American re- 
public, was §108,900. 


Notwithstanding his large law prac- 


tice, General Harrison had devoted 
much time, siace retiring from the pres- 
idency, to amusement and social inter- 
course. 
He attended the theatre, re- 


ceptions, was a great diner-out, and was 
at all social gatherings one of those 
most thoroughly entertained and happy. 
He attended local musical concerts, was 
president of igie University club, which 
lie assisted in organising three years 
ago, was a member of the Indianapolis 
Dramatic clcb and made many in- 
formal social calls. In all these affairs 
he was attended by Mrs. Harrison.

death of no ex-official. 


The late President Harrison was per- 


sonally known to every member of the 
cabinet, and all its members in the city 
spoke in praise of bis magnificieut in- 
tellectuality and rugged force of char- 
acter. 


Naturally, the proclamation the presi- 


dent Issued setting out the administra- 
tion's estimate of General Harrison's 
character, m a largo measure included 
the personal views «f a majority of the 
cabinet, and consequently they did not, 
iti most cases, care to enter into ex 
tended analysis of the good qualities of 
the dp ceased.

SUDDEN DEATH OF VETERAN 


Warren Madiion Died Last Night In 


Coughing Spell 


Warren Madison, a well known citi- 


zen and Grand Army man, died sud- 
denly last night at 11 o'clock at his 
home, 66 Cady street, in the €7th year 
of his age. He was apparently as well 
as usual when he retired for the night, 
and his death was a great shock to his 
family, .his friends and the community. 
About two weeks ago Mr. Madison 
suffered an attack of indigestion and 
grip and was under the doctor's care 
for several days. He recovered and re- 
sumed his- wtork at the Windsor print 
works, and he worked yesterday with 
no indication that he was not in his 
usual health. He ate a hearty supper 
and smoked his pipe, and afterwards 
went to the homes of his son and son- 
in-law, who live near by, and spent a 
short time, returning home between 8 
and 9 o'clock. When his wife return- 
ed from a meeting of the Woman's Re 
lief corps she found him on the lounge, 
where he had been taking a nap. When 
she spoke to him lie roused up and 
said he would take a sntt>ke and go to 
bed. This he did, retiring between 9 
and 10 o'clock. A little later his wife 
heard him coughing severely and went 
to his assistance. She gave him vari- 
ous remedies, none of which afforded 
relief, and his condition grew worse 
rapidly. Mrs. Madison became alarm- 
ed and sent for their s'on, Arthur, and 
also Dr BUfihnell, his physician. The 
son arrived in a. short time, but Mr. 
Madison was breathing his last when 
he reached the house. Dr. Bushnell re 
sponded promptly, but death had taken 
place some time before he came. A 
recent examination had shown 
the 


man's heart to be sound, and it is 
difficult to tell the exact cause of 
death. 


Mr. Madison was born and reared at 


Pownal, Vt., but settled in North Ad- 
ams when a young man. In September 
1S64, he enlisted m Co D, 61st Massa- 
chusetts regiment, and served till the 
close of the "war, receiving his dis- 
charge in May, 1885. Since that time 
he had resided in this city, and for the 
last 17 or IS years he had been em- 
ployed at the Windsor print works. He 
was a steady and industrious man and 
a g'ood citizen.. He was a charter mem 
ber of C. D. Sanford post, G. A. R., 
and always took a keen interest and 
active part in its work. There is prob 
ably not a member who has attended 
its meetings and social gatherings 
more regularly than he, or who has 
been more ready to lend a helping 
hand in everything undertaken by the 
'organization.- He usually mado the 
coffee at the campfires and other so- 
cial gathering? of the post, and was 
one of the joll^est of its members. On 
the morning of every Memorial day for 
the last 25 years he bad raised the flag 
over the soldiers? mound at Hillside 
cemetery before^ sunrise, 
no- matter 


what the weather m!ga.t be. So far as 
possible, he attended the funeral of 
every ctrnirade who died, and he will 
be greatly missed by the post and its 
auxiliaries. 


Mr. Madison was a good husband, 


father, neighbor and friend anti all who 
knew him yil]l sincerely regret to learn

"Then success is something to ba 


made and dependent upon ourselves? 
And it isn't luck, not even in part?'* 


"Not even in the smallest part. No 


man ever made a success of his life by 
luck or chance or accident When you 
come across one of that vast majority 
•who have failed because they 'never 
had a chance,' you'll take notice that 
he lacks that indefinable, subtle some- 
thing that stands for success, and 
•sometimes"—Mr. Schwab's smile wa's 
comprehensive and cordial—"I'm In- 
clined to believe the mysterious some- 
thing is simply a capacity and a dispo- 
sition for hard work." 


"Yet there must be some element of 


luck in an advance from $2.50 per 
week to"— 


"None whatever," said Mr. Schwab, 


interrupting my speculations. "1 don't 
look upon any success I may have 
made as dependent in any way upon 
luck unless you count it luck to be born 
•with a mental and physical cons^Itu- 
tion that has thrived on hard work. 


"If the conditions of our birth are 


•What you mean by luck. then, indeed, 
luck has been a feature in my life, for 
1 was born not only healthy, but poor. 
There is no surer start on the rosd that 
leads to honors and success than to be 
born poor, if your poverty ia combined 
•with grit. 


"The rich man's son enters life's race 


with a handicap—not only the handi- 
cap which a fortune is, because it de- 
prives him of the necessity to progress 
and expand, but the handicap of never 
being able to appreciate what he's got, 
for everything in life that's worth 
while is ten times mere worth while 
wben we yearn and work and climb 
for it. 


"The first great blessing in my life 


•was being born poor. The fundamen- 
tal principles that founded my charac- 
ter were the lessons wrung out of early 
hardships and privations and self deni- 
als. I would not gire up the experience 
of a boyhood barren of luxuries and 
paved with obstacles for any amount 
of money. It would be like pulling tht« 
foundation out of a building. 


"Some employer, I knew, would pay 


me full value for every hour's work 1 
put in. for 1 was stowing away, as a 
etock in trade, every moment's wort: 
pnd its subsequent knowledge and es 
perience. I anvrf hearty believer, you 
know, in the law of r-n'nponsation. 1 
don't believe an honest otTort ever goes 
unrewarded, though soLieUmes the re- 
,ward is a long t!mo corning." 
1 "Yet there are people whose whole 
lives are made up of work and they 
don't succeed?" 


Mr. Schwab shook bis head doubt- 


Ingly. It's a handsome head, strongly 
set upon his shoulders, and his fea- 
tures, too, are strong—strong in their 
frankness, their cordiality, their stamp 
of sincerity. Good nature, good sense, 
good intent and tbe power of fulfill- 
ment mark President Schwab as one 
of tbe world's successes, 
t "There are many reasons," he said, 
'"why men who are always working are 
not always succeeding. 
Sometimes 


they belong to the class who cultivate 
the appeal anco of working, who man- 
age to keep busy without doing any 
.thing. 
Sometimes they spend their 


lives working; bemeaaing ffie'facf ttiat 
It's all effort and no reward, and lay 
down the scythe just before the har- 
vest ripens. Hope and faith and cour- 
age are just ns essential to success as 
the necessary effort. Many a man has 
lain down just this aide of his laurels 
and neither he nor the world ever 
knew bow near he came to accomplish- 
UlCBt. 


"Then there are men who work con- 


scientiously, persevermgly, hopefully, 
but they're working on the wrong tack.

BANDS OF MBKCT. 


A. Jf. Leieh Organizing the Local 


Schools—Address to High School 


This Hornin§f. 


Bands of mercy, under the direction 


of the Massachusetts numane society, 
are being organized in all the local 
schools by A. J. Leach of Boston, or- 
ganizer-for th» society. 
Mr. Leach 


recently organized all the schools in 
North Adams, and met with much suc- 
cess there. The proposition to have 
bands of mercy organized in the local 
schools has been before the sch'ool com 
mittee for a number of months, but no 
action was taken on it till the results 
'of Mr. Leach's work in North Adams 
were s«en. Then it was decided to in- 
vite Mr. Leech, to come here and be- 
gin the same work 


The purpose of the bands is familiar 


from the reports of the work in other 
places. Each room ig organized into a 
band, with its own officers, the pupil* 
taking the pledge, "I will try to be 
kind to all harmless living creatures 
and to protect them from cruel usage." 
There are also two Red Cross officers 
in each room, whose duties are con- 
cerned with the order maintained and 
the observance of school rules1 by the 
pupils. 


Mr. Leach began hi» work here Tues 


day, and 
Tuesd-ay and Wednesday 


visited the Commercial street and Ben 
fiew schools. At Commercial street he 
organized eight bawds and at Kenfrew 
10. This morning he addressed the pu- 
pils of the high school, giving an ex- 
cellent talk on the reasons for cruelty 
to' animals', and the lessons that the 
bands of mercy try to teach. It is 
probable that bands will be organized 
in the high school as well as* the gram- 
mar schools. This afternoon he visit- 
ex! the Liberty street school. 


RESUME OF TOWN REPORT.

In addition to this how- 
ever there v,iU be found credits to 
highways from state and labor, $137.'5:

These figures show 
ftn unexpended balance for the whole 
of this department of $3,162.17. A credit 
for Supt. Gould although it should not 
be understood that the appropriations 
\n this department are too high. Or. 
the contrary the superintendent re- 
served from his appropriation a suffi- 
cient sum in anticipation of a liard 
winter so far as snow was concerned.

But there will be 
found a credit to these accounts oi 
$928.11 from state, town and friends tc 
the pauper account and another 'of 
$718.32 "from -friends" to insane ac- 
count. Therefore the pauper and in- 
sane accounts show a net balance on 
the right side of the ledger amounting 
to $1,6713.42. This account reflects cre- 
dit on Almoner Hicks' management. 


The salary account has an over- 


draft of $125. 


The miscellaneous account with an 


appropriation of $2,500 shows an ex- 
penditure of $2.391.43 and there is a 
credit of $54.96 which .eaves an unex- 
pended balance of $163.63. This is a 
rather remarkable showing as general- 
ly this account, which is tne appropria 
tion of-last resort, is overrun.

THBEE BEAHOHES OP GOVEBKMEFT 


One of the Secrcta ~Kot Understood by 


Brery Cook. 


A fair sized basin should be filled with 


good dripping for the cook's use when 
flying, but if the dripping be not avail- 
able at the moment two pounds of beet 
suet make an excellent substitute. 


When frying is required, put all the 


dripping from the "bath" into a large 
iron saucepan without a lid and let it 
melt. At first the fat will bubble and 
make a noise> but it is not fit to use until 
quite still and quiet, with a faint blue 
smoke rising from it. Put rissoles, cut- 
lets, potato chips or whatever is to be 
fried into a wire frying basket and then 
plunge it into the fat, completely im- 
mersing the contents. This is the great 
secret of success. 
Tlia basket has a 


handle by which it may be lifted up to 
see how long to fry. 


A rcry nhort time suffices for the cook- 


ing of fish or meat like rissoles. They 
should fee taken out when a golden 
br»wn, as they become a little darker 
afterward. 
Always put them on crum- 


pled kitehes paper in front of the fire 
to drain and keep hot while the others 
are frying. Only a few can be cooked 
at oacs, as they must not touch one an- 
other in the basket. 
If one is fryimg cutlets, it is better, aft- 


er e«oki*g tar & few moments, to draw 
the Bttneapan to the side of the stove, 
thereby lowering tho intease heat. Oth- 
erwise the cutlets night not cook thor- 
oughly through, tent be overdone on the 
outside end nnierdone inside. 


Oranfe, apple »r any kind of fritters 


may be caeiad as above. The moment 
the f«t is finirted with place it, it pos- 
sible, outtide tfce house to cool, as tans 
the fumes go off, no smell remaining to 
pervade the hense. Then take a strainer. 
and strnin the fat back into the "bath," 
where it remains. This fat can be used 
over and OTer again and, with a Httla 
dripping added now and then, should last 
for a year. So there is no extravagance 
in using plenty of fat every time any- 
thing is fried. 


Quantities of butter, lard and dripping 


are wasted by many a cook who throws 
all away every time she fries, whereas if 
the "bath of fat"' be kept it is always 
ready for use in a short time and does 
its work well. It fries crisply and dryly 
instead of in the greasy manner so often 
Been. The faint blue smoke must be ppr- 
ceived and waited for. Without that 
and a complete absence of bubbling and 
noise success will not be obtained. — St. 
Louis Eepublic.

Cuba has a constitution which has 


been drafted by its own people. The 
making of this constitution has beeu 
different from that of the other coun- 
tries on the American continent which 
revolted from Spain. It has been made 
under the direction of the United 
States SB the intervening military au- 
thority which compelled Spain to relin- 
quish sovereignty over Cuba. 
That 


was not the way with Mexico and the 
Central and South American countries, 
which freed themselves from Spain 
without the aid of intervention of the 
big American republic. 


The convention which framed this 


organic law for Cuba was composed of 
31 members or delegates. These were 
chosen from the different provinces, 
but it was not required that the dele- 
gate should be a resident of the prov- 
ince from which he was elected, so it 
happened that residents of Havana 
have represented the provinces of San- 
tiago, Mantanzas and Pinar del Rio In 
the convention. The election was held 
on Sept. 15, under regulations prescrib- 
ed by the American military authori- 
ties. The basis of suffrage was sub- 
stantially that of the municipal elec- 
tions which were held last June. The 
qualification required was ability to 
read or write, the possession of real es- 
tate or personal property to the value 
of $250 or a certificate of service in 
the insurgent army. 


The first meeting of the convention 


was held on Nov. 5. It was opened by 
Governor General Wood, who, as the 
representative of President McKinley, 
stated to the delegates that their duty 
would be to form and adopt a constitu- 
tion for Cuba and when that was done 
to formulate their opinion of what 
should be the relations with the United 
States. It is for tUis reason that the 
constitution does not contain any ref- 
erence to the United States. 


The majority of the delegates were 


identified with what is known as the 
revolutionary element of the Island. 
Some of them had been insurgent mili- 
tary chiefs, while others had worked 
for the cause of Cuba in different ca- 
pacities. The convention took some 
days to pass upon the qualification of 
its members and to adopt rules for its 
guidance. Then in December it began 
a series of secret sessions, in which 
were discussed various drafts or proj- 
ects which were submitted by individ- 
ual members. The real work of draft- 
ins this organic law, or constitution, 
was placed in the hands of a central 
committee composed of five members. 
They were Dr. Leopoldo Bcrriel, Gon- 
zales Llorente, Antonio Bravo Cor- 
reoso, Gonzalo Quesada and Rius Ri- 
vera. The latter was chairman. This 
committee would report from time to 
time upon the progress it was making, 
and its work would be reviewed in 
these secret sessions. 


Late in Jamnary the public sessions 


were begun, because the whole project 
of a constitution, section by section 
and article by article, was ready for 
discussion. In private a two-thirds ma- 
jority of the delegates had agreed that 
they would support the draft, with a 
few chauges. 
This did not prevent 


some interesting debates and deter- 
mined efforts to ameud or change some 
of the main provisions. One of the 
most notable debates was held at tho 
outset when a proposition was made 
to eliminate the part of the preamble 
which invoked the blessing of Almighty 
God. 
This effort was defeated by an 


overwhelming rote. There was also a 
long discussion over the separation of 
church and state. 
Some members, 


while professing to believe In the wid- 
est religious toleration, sought to leave 
It open to the future Cuban congress 
whether the state should recognize the 
church or not. As the great majority 
of the Latin people are Roman Catho- 
lics this meant the Catholic church. 
The sentiment of the convention was 
strongly against leaving open even a 
possibility of a future state church, 
and so the constitution makes absolute 
the prohibition. 


The parliamentary management of 


the constitution was chiefly in the 
hands of Ituis Rivera and Gonzalo 
Quesada, representing the central com- 
mittee which drafted It They propos- 
ed or accepted some amendments and 
fought tho adoption of others. 
The 


most important change made by the 
convention was in establishing univer- 
sal suffrage. The original draft of the 
constitution had left that subject to 
be determined by a general law to be 
passed later by the Cuban congress. 
But the sentiment in favor of making 
universal suffrage a part of the consti- 
tution was so strong that it had to be 
respected, and this clause was inserted. 
As oomplctid, the ccuslituticn follcvs 
closely the constitution of the United 
Slates. 
There are some provisions 


from the constitution of Spain in guar- 
anteeing personal rights. 
These are 


tneant to secure under the Spanish sys- 
tem of laws tho same guarantee that 
obtained under the American constitu- 
tion through the common law and the 
bill of riplns. 


The Cuban constitution establishes 


three co-ordinate branches of govern- 
ment—the executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial, on the same lines as In the Unit- 
ed Statin?. There is to be a congress, 
composed of two branches—the senate 
and the carrmra, or house—a supremi 
court, with subordinate judicial tribu- 
nals, and a president and vice presi- 
dent. There are also to be separat« 
governments for the eix different prov- 
inces, each of which shall elect its own 
civil gr\prrmr. Eut these provinces do 
cot fully correspond to states in the 
American Union, because their powers 
and functions are almost wholly execu- 
tive.

Cuban citizenship is not made diffl- 


cuh. Naturaliaatios can be had after 
five years' residence, the same as in the 
United States, but the Spaniards in the 
island who up to April, 1900, had not 
registered as Spanish subjects may be- 
come Cuban citizens on declaration and 
without having to wait the five years' 
period for naturalization. 
However, 


only native born Cubans Trill be eligi- 
ble to the presidency, to the senate and 
to positions on. the supreme court. 


There is one exception to the eligibil- 


ity to the presidency. Any one not a 
native born Cuban who fought ten 
years in the Cuban revolutionary army 
is eligible. This is for the beneflt of 
Maximo Gomez, who was born in 
Santo Domingo. 
There was a Ions 


struggle in the convention and a bitter 
one because sorno of the members 
wanted to exclude General Gomez, but 
they \vere finally compelled to yield. 
The old general is now lirini? quietly 
in Havana. He lias often said that he 
would be satisfied to see Cuba free and 
Independent and wanted no office In 
the republic, but- it is not believed he 
will refuse to become a candidate for 
the presidency when the popular move- 
ment in his behalf has become strong 
enough. General Gomez is opposed by 
those who do not want a military chief 
to fill the executive office, and also by 
some on grounds of personal enmity. 


Estrada Talma, who was for a time 


president of the Cuban revolutionary 
republic during the ten years' war,, is 
another 
prospective candidate. 
He 


was the president of the Cuban junta 
in New York aud its leading spirit in 
securing American interventiou dur- 
ing the last insurrection. He is, now 
living in the United States and has not 
visited Cuba since Spanish sovereignty 
was destroyed, but his friends have 
been waiting an opportune moment to 
bring him to the island. 


There is a possibility of the conserva- 


tive Cubans uniting on Bartolome Maso 
as their candidate. He lives at Manza- 
nillo, in the province of Santiago, and 
is a sugar planter. He took part in the 
ten years' war and was for a time 
vice president of the Cuban revolution 
ary government in the last insurrec 
tion. He has the respect of the Span 
iards and In the United States would 
be called the "business men's cand:

Transfer of Property in Pitlsfield Un- 


der Discussion Before Superior 


Court. Local Men Interested 


in Important Case Involv- 


ing Large Sums 


A hearing that attracted a great deal 


of interest in this city, Pittsfleld and Al 
bany, N Y., took place before Judge 
Fox of the superior court in Pittsfield 
yesterday afternoon. It was on the pe- 
tition of Peter Ham, of Albany, trustee 
of the bankrupt estate of Cebra Quack- 
entoush of Pittsfleld and Albany for a 
receiver for some of the property. The 
petitioner was represented by Dawes, 
Jr., and Burke of Pittsfleld, while the 
interests of the opposition were looked 
after by Lawyers Patterson, and Dean 
of Albany and John F. Noxon anQ E. M. 
Wood of Pittsfleld. Mayor Wilkinson 
and C. Q. Richmond of this city with 
several interested parties, were also 
Dresent. 


Lawyer Charles E Burke presented 


the claims of the petitioner, who want- 
ed, he said, especially a receiver for 
the American house property in Pitts- 
field, He exhibited a number of papers 
having to do with the transfer of titles 
in the American house property to> the 
late Andrew J. Waterman and also to 
Mr. QuackerJbush's first wife. It was 
claimed that these conveyances were 
made with a purpose in view of defraud 
ig other creditors. The petitionter fur- 
ther maintains that Mr, Quackenbush 
receives the rentals and income of the 
property- 


No contention was made by Mr. 


Burke that the income and rentals were 
being wasted and sctuandered and so 
Justice Fox raised a question as to 
whether a remedy would be gained bv 
the appointment of a receiver, as ue- 
titionted for and before the controversy 
over the title to the property had been 
settled. Several cases were cited bv Mr. 
Burke in which fraud was allesed and 
in which it was clear that the best of 
protection was given to ceditors under 
the Massachusetts laws. In reply to a 
question from Justice Fox, the attorney 
stated that no attack had been made 
on a mortgage of $56,000 held by the 
City savings bank of Pittsfield. This 
closed the case of the petitioner. 


For the respondent appeared Chas. 


E. Patterson of Albany who gave a 
brief history of the various transfers 
of the American house -rooertv and 
pointed out that a referee who had thor 
oughly investigated the case, had fourJa 
no evidences of fraud.
